All the employés were instantly killed, most 


of their bodies being torn to atoms, so that 
scarcely enough of any one of them can be 
even recovered so that they may be recognized. 
A woman and her child living near by were 


also killed. 
As soon as the news became known in the 


city, about four miles distant, ambulances 


were sent out with physwians and others to 
assist in securing the injured, and those who 


could be removed were taken to the hos- 


pitals. 
There are several others missing, but who 
they are and what their fate is no one is able 


to tell. The upper yards include about twen- 
ty mills, where the powder passes through its 


various stages of manufacture, and is consid- 


ered the most important group owned by the 


firm of E. I. Dupont, Denmurs & Co., and 
there the main office was located. 

: The origin of the disaster was in the pack- 
ing-room, where William Green was soldering 
a package. Some of the bot metal was 
by accident communicated to the powder; the 
other buildings being ignited by the concus- 


sion produced by the explosion of the first. 
About fifty of the surrounding buildings were 


demolished. Scarcely a vestige of a building 
remains standing, and tonight the entire pob- 
ulation are homeless. Many are searching 
for missing relatives and friends. One poor 
woman was bemoaning the loss of her husband 
and two brothers, her only surviving relatives 
and sole support. Strange to say, of the six 
or eight clerks employed in the main office, 
which was badly wrecked, none were seriously 
injured and all escaped with slight bruises 
and cuts. The property loss approximates 
$1,000,000. 
Only Two of the Bodies Found. 

A singular fact of the occurrence is that the 
bodies of Green and McGarvey, who are be- 
lieved to have started the explosion, were the 
only ones of the workmen found. Not even 
a portion of the remains of the other un. 
fortune beings has as yet been dis- 
covered, although it is reported 
that the body of one of the workmen is lodged 
in a high tree in an adjoining woods. Me- 
Garvey’s head was blown away, but the re- 
mains of Green are entirely recognizable and 
in a good condition. Green was a vocalist of 
some local repute and was one of the most 
valued workmen of the firm. 

The saddest spectacle amid the wreck this 
afternoon was the wailing of Mrs. John Har- 
rigan. Notonly did her husband become a 
victim to the awful affair, but hertwo brothers 
(John and Thomas Hurley) were also killed, 


‘and there is no probability of any ot the bodies 


ever being found. The poor woman was on 
the verge of insanity, and it was with diffi- 


culty that she was partially pacified by her 


friends. Her case, however, was only one of 
many, and the wives and near relatives of 
some of the victims were not told of the fate 
of their dear ones until every effort to 
find them among the injured had 
been made, Then clergymen broke 
the sad news to the afflicted, and 
scenes that can be better imagined than de- 
scribed ensued. The wrecked houses were 
turned into hospitals and scores of physicians, 
who had hurried from Wilmington and other 
near-by points, attended to the injunes of 
those who had narrowly escaped death. The 
homeless injured were taken to farmhouses 
near by, where shelter had been arranged for 
by the Duponts. 

The buildings in which the explosions took 
place were distant from each other about 


twenty-five yards. The residences of Mrs. 
Henry Dupont, widow of the late Gen. Dupont, 
and Eugene Dupont (the latter the head of 


the firm) were wrecked with the rest of the 


thirty odd dwellings in the immediate vicin- 
ity, but the occupants of the mansions did not 
receive any serious injuries of consequence, In 
addition to the manufactures which exploded, 
the dust-mill,“ where dirt is removed from 
the powder, took flre and was totally de- 
stroyed.

The Jessup & Moore company’s paper mills 
at Rockford, two miles north of where the ex- 
plosion occurred, were violently shaken by 
the concussion and glasses in the windows 
were broken. At Mount Cuba, five miles dis- 


tant, the plaster was shaken from a farmer's 


house. The company will, as usual, give the 
widows made by today’s explosion $15 per 
month each for five years. 

- History of ‘the Works. 

The Dupont Powder-Works were established 
in 1802 by Elenthere Irene Dupont de Ne- 
mours, a distinguished Frenchman whocame 
to this countr$ in 1799 to escape Jacobian per- 
secution. De Nemours conducted the works 


until his death from cholera in 1834, wher his 


sons, Alfred Victor and Gen. Henry Dupont 
(the latter of whom died last year), succeeded 
him. Henry Dupont became the chief operator 
of the establishment in 1850. The works fur- 
nished the sole supply of powder of the Amer- 
ican army in the War of 1812, At the time of 
the explosion the works had a capacity of over 
50,000 pounds daily. In addition to the three 
sets of mills which were kept busy on the 
Brandywine night and day nine smaller mills 
were established at points in Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey during the last forty years. 
The gunpowder produced at the Brandy- 
wine Mills has been an important factor in 
every American war since the revolution, and 
also in several European conflicts. ; 
In 1854 three wagon-loads a powder be- 
longing to the Duponts, which was being

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NON-UNION! CARPENTERS.

THEY ARE DISCOVERED FITTING UP 
DEMOCRATI( HEADQUARTERS, 


Organized Labor Is Thrown into a Fer- 
ment and the Doom of Our Frank,” 
the “Tollers’ Friend,” Is Sealed—Bob 
Nelson a Mistake—A Tame Meeting 

| at Headquarters—Congressman Adams 
Opens the Campaign on the North Side. 

Frank Lawler, the “friend” of organized 
labor, stands on 4 platform erected by “ non- 
union“ carpenters. | 

Frank Stauber, the trusted champion of or- 
ganized labor, has refused to keep him com- 
pany and declined to be a candidate. 

Bob Nelson— ( ohr“ Bob, as they used to 
call him—has arrayed against himself the solid 
opposition of the cigarmakers and the carpen- 
ters, the best organized labor unions and the 
greatest ‘‘ hustlers"? among organized labor in 
Chicago, 

The weight is too much. The non-union 
platform is about to break down and bury 
the Democratic ticket in its ruins. 

The headquarters of the United Carpenters’ 
Council resembled a Democratic convention, 
ora dog fight—to use Carter Harrison’s com- 
parison—for a little while yesterday after- 
noon. A lot of howling, noisy politicians 
were there protesting that it was all a mis- 
take; that no slight was intended to organ- 
ized labor; that the Democrats worshiped la- 
bor, and that they did not know they were 
non-union carpenters. 

This was what threw the Democrats into 
consternation : 


Democrats Employ Non-Union Labor. 
There is a man around the headquarters of 
the Carpenters’ Council who never has much 
to say till one gets well acquainted with him. 
He looks as meek as Moses, but itis he who 


has done all the difficult work for the carpen- 


ters in the past, and there is little that escapes 
his observation. He had his suspicions about 
the professgd labor sympathies of the Demo- 
crats. So he dropped in at their headquarters 
yesterday afternoon, where seven carpenters 
were fitting up the store at No. 202 Randolph 
street with private. rooms where transactions 
of a financial character can be carried on 
away from the public gaze and with a strong 
partition to keep out the great unwashed. This 
quiet little man engaged one of the carpen- 
ters in conversation and asked him. 

„What union do you belong to!“ 

„Don't belong to any.“ 

Nou don’t mean to say you're a non-union 
man!? | 

I don’t belong to any union.“ 

The quiet little man walked back to the 
United Carpenters’ Council and shortly after- 
ward returned with Secretary Howard. Mr. 
Howard asked the seven men for their cards. 

„What cards?”’ 

* Your working cards from your union.“ 

„Ain't got any.“ 

„Who is employing you?” 

„Murray & Heeney.“ 

The two men walked back to carpenters’ 
headquarters and looked over the books. They 
found that Murray & Heeney were non-union 
contractors, | 

Raising a Big Rumpus. 

In a few minutes the room was crowded by 
the protesting politicians. Their protestations 
fell upon deaf ears. The union officers had 
but one reply: 

“You are employing non-union carpen- 
ters. 

The news spread to the office of the Cigar- 
makers’ Union the same building. The 
cigarmakers are; strong union men. They 
were in a rage at the slap at organized labor 
by the Democtatic Campaign Committee, and 
swore that it would not be forgotten. 

Bob Swallow of the Carpenters’ Council 


‘read the riot act to the assembled poutieians 


and made them look sheepish. Mark Craw- 
ford, the great and only labor man of the 
Democratic party, tried to smooth things over, 
but soon found himself explaining his own at- 
titude. He said he had nothing to do with it. 

We know yor haven't; you're too smart,“ 
said the carpenters But Mark was unable to 
allay the storm. 

„J think we'll get about 400 Democratic 
votes for the Republican ticket in our union 
alone, said a prominent member of the 
Cigarmakers’ Union. 

„They couldn't drag me on that Democrat- 
ic ticket now with ateam of horses, said 
James O'Connell of the Carpenters. 

The headquarters of the Trade and Labor 
Assembly are close to tlose of the Carpenters’ 
Council. The men who happened to be there 
quickly heard of this fresh evidence of the bad 
faith of the Democrats toward organized 
labor. |

Nelson Isa Mistake. 

It cropped out yesterday that the Demo- 
crats made a mistake when they put Bob Nel- 
son on their ti¢ket.

But, 
being then Master Workman of District No. 
24 of the Knights of Labor, he was one of the 
most active to prosecute the fight of the

The carpenters remember that in the spring 
of 1887 they had a strike and that this strike 
was lost by the treachery of the Knights of 
Labor carpenters, who made a settlement 
with the a at rates below the union 
scale. Nelson was District Master Workman 
and sanctioned their course. 

Of late Nelson has been on the Board of 
Directors of the World’s Fair, ostensibly to 
represent the labor element. The union men 
have failed, up to the present time, to dis- 


cover any evidences of his presence on the 


board beyond seeing his name in print. 

The respect of the Dewocrats for the labor 
people was shown when Col. Felton was ousted 
by Mayor ier and Gen. Newberry, the 
candidate for Congress on the North Side,“ 
said a labor man yesterday. They put Mark 
Crawford, or a representative of the labor ele- 
ment, at the hpad of the bridewell. While

DEFENSE OF THE M’KINLEY BILL, 


Congressman Adams Opens the Cam 
é on the North Side. : 

Congressman Adams opened the campaign 
on the North Side by an address last evening 
to the members of the Marquette Club on 
The New Tariff.” 

He said that the question of the present 
campaign was not protection vs. free trade. 
That was settled two years ago, and. now it 
was simply a question of electing a Republic- 
an Congress and thereby suffer the mew law 
to remain undisturbed for awhile in order 
to ascertain its precise effect upon 
our commerce and industries, and to 
ascertain where it needs amendment. He 
made the point that McKinley was not the 
author of the bill, but that it was practically 
the bill framed by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee of the Fiftieth Congress in answer to 
the Mills bill, and millions of copies were 
sent out during the last campaign as Repub- 
lican literature. The passage of the bill was 
simply the carrying out of the pledge made 
by the party two years ago. 

It was the most thoroughly ' misrepresented 
measure that had ever came before the people, 
he said. It was represented as the extreme 
phase of protection. On the contrary, its free 


list is larger than in any tariff bill ever enact- 


ed by Congress. The free. list in the Mills 
bill amounted to $23,000,000; in the new law 
it is $109,000,000. Under the McKinley bill 
the free list reaches to nearly 50 per 
cent of our total impo for the 
first time m the —— of our 
country. The tariff duties have been reduced 
really below the Mills bill, when the free list, 
as well as the protected list, is considered. 
Mr. Adams took up the schedules one by one 
to demonstrate that the feature of the 
bill as distinguishing it from the Mills 
bill and from former ,teriff laws is 
that there is in it a wiser discrimina- 
tion between the coarser goods which we 
can now make and those fine goods for. which 
we need more protection in order to be able to 
manufacture. It is the most discriminative, 
therefore the best, law we have ever had. The 
election of a Democratic House at this time, 
he said, would have the effect of reopening 
the tariff agitation; not for ing it, but 
for reforming protection out of it. Busi- 
ness men and politicians both. have had 
enough of the tariff for a while, The atten- 
tion of the next Congress should be devoted 
to needed legislation in new channels fox in- 
stance, internal improvements. The public 
mind wants to be turned in that direction and 


the tariff question allowed to rest for four or, 


six years. In the meantime its operations can 
be watched closely, and if it fails in any points 
it can be amended to better advantage. 

Reciprocity was valuable as a method of 
reaching a desired result, the extension of one 
trade to the South. Let the tariff rest and 
give Blaine a chance, he said, Mr. Adams ex- 
pressed himself as strongly in favor of the 
establishment of direct steamship lines be- 
tween the United States and South American 
ports. The election of a Republican 
House will afford opportunity for the develop- 
ment of this policy of trade expansion to the 
South, whereas, on the contrary, the election 
of a Democratic House at this time means 
the shelving of all other important questions 
for another tariff wrangle. 


WILL SHIP TO CANADA AND RESHIP. 


John H. Leslie & Co.’s Scheme to Get 
Ahead of the McKinley Bill. 

Today, unless the members of the firm of 
John H. Leslie & Co., the importing grocers 
of Lake street, alter their intentions, they will 
ship to the Dominion certain Iarge consign- 
ments of goods now in bond. From Canada 
the merchandise will be reshipped to Chicago 
and taken by the consignees. All this ship- 
ment and reshipment is the effect of the Mc- 
Kinley Tariff bill. Custom-House officials 
and merchants are somewhat muddled over 
the new law, which became partially effective 
Monday, and the operation of other parts of 
which*is deferred until Feb. 1, 1891. 

John H. Leslie & Co. had in bond at the 
Custom-House several hundred cases of cur- 
rants and other fruits whereon the duty under 
the recent tariff law was two cents per pound. 
The provisions of the McKinley bill exempted 
this class of goods. Further provisions, made 
in the interests of New York importers, pro- 
vided that consignees of goods in bond prior 
to Aug. 1 of this year might have until Feb. 1, 
1891, to remove them and pay tariff on the 
old schedule. It was intended to reach goods 
upon which the tariff had been raised. Last 
Saturday John H. Leslie & Co. notified Col- 
lector of Customs Clark that they would 
(Oct. 6) remove their dried fruits, which 
would then be free of tariff. Mr. Clark in- 
quired by wire of the Treasury Department 
what course to purBue. He was advised that 
the goods could not be released without the 
payment of two cents per pound duty. That 
the extension of the operation of the old 
Tariff law covered the case in point. 

It was, however, suggested by the Washing- 
ton officials that the importers take out a few 
cases only and pay the duty under protest and 
make a test case of the affair, The importers 
see an easier solution of the problem. By 
placing an exportentry on the custom-house 
books and sending the cases away and return- 
ing them the total expense in the ‘way of 


freight will amount to a few hundreds 


of dollars. It is said by Deputy Collector 
Hitt that there is a sufficient quantity of mer- 
chandise of the class in question belonging to 
various firms in the store houses to make the 
tariff amount to upwards of $10,000. The 
gain to the importers is obvious.

McDuffie 
carried the prisoner in front of him on 
his horse. He had Burrows fast and 
laid across the saddle, his head on one side 
and feet on the other. It was a painful posi- 
tion for the prisoner, but the men could not 
give him any show. They found only $178 
on his person. The reward outstanding for 
the capture of Burrows amounts to about

Progress Made by the Mississippi Constitu- 
tional Convention, 8 

J ACKESON, Miss., Oct. 7. The Constitutional Con- 
vention adopted the following sections today: 

Resolved, That there shall be a common school 
fund, which shall consist of the poll-tax (to be re- 
tained in the counties where the same is collected) 
andan additional sum from the general fund 
in the State Treasury sufficient to main- 
tain the common schools for the constitutional 
term of four months. In each scholastic year 
said sum of dollars shall be distributed among 
the several counties in the State im proportion 
to the educable children in each county. 
But any county or separate school dis- 
trict. may levy ther. tax to maintain 
their schools for alonger time the consti- 
tutional term of four months. The common 
school fund shall be divided among the several 
counties and school districts in proportion to the 
number of educable children therein according 
to data to be furnished by the State Zuperin- 
tendent of Education. 

Separate schools shall be maintained for chil- 
dren of the white and colored races. 

No religious or other sect B sects shall ever 
control any part of the school or other educa- 
tional funds in this State, nor shall any funds 
ever be appropriated toward the support of any 
sectarian school or to any school that at the time 
of — appropriation is not conducted as a 


school, 

Sec. 11. No public officer of this State, nor any 
district, county, city or town thereof, nor a 
teacher of any public school, shall be interes 
inthe sale, proceeds, or profits of any books, 
apparatus, or furniture used, or to be Ane any 
public school in this State.

NEW PASSENGER STEAMSHIPS, 


Two Handsome Steel Boats for the Good- 


rich Line. 


Two great passenger steamships will be built 


this winter for the Goodrich Transportation com- 


pany. The plans as drawn call for finer vessels 
than have as yet appeared on the great lakes. 
They are to be built of steel and will have 


sleeping accommodation for 400 passengers. They 


will be 300 feet long, twin-screw fitted, and have a 
speed of seventeen knots an hour. The interiors 


will be of modern design and the lighting will be 


exclusively by electricity. The boats will be 
built probably at South Chicago by the Chicago 
Shipbuilding company, and the cost of their 
construction is placed at $600,000. They are to be 

ready for service June 1, 1891, and will run from 
Chicago to Milwaukee and Manitowoc. 

The vessels will be subdivided into so many 
water-tig ht compartments that sinking in case of 
a coilision will be an impossibility. 

In speaking of the — last night President 
Goodrich of the steamships : “It is our inten- 
tion to make the steamships not only handsomer 
than anything on the — but to make them sur- 
pass in beauty, speed, and safety anything that 
travels on inland waters anywhere. There will 
be no hitch in the plans and the boats will be 
ready for their initial trip early next summer.”

“Tt is known that the strong position of leath- 
ers is due to a limited supply. Sofar as tariff is 
concerned, I do not think that the present duty 
of 20 per cent would make any difference on the 
market. For my part, I would be willing to see 
hides admitted free. We, ourselves, would get 
along just as well. Twenty years ago the United 
States did not export leather to exceed $1,000,000 
today we send abroad 000 worth yearly. 
We do not import much of the finer grades of 
French leather—I should say not more than 
$1,000,000 a year. The imports are principally 
French calf and A small amount of kid. The 
tanneries here haye captured the home market. 
There are tanneries near Wilmington, Del., and 
Philadelphia which make about as fine kid as 
can be imported.“ :

LUMBER SCHEDULE OF THE TARIFF LAW.

Tum covering of short sellers in the New 
York stock market strengthened prices slightly 
yesterday. There was marked improvement 
in the local market both in activity and 
prices. New York exchange was weak at 80 
to 90 cents discount. Sterling rates declined 
1 cent—The Chicago produce markets 
were active and higher. There was a strong 
feeling in wheat, due to the reports of rather 
liberal export orders and higher prices in 
principal domestic and foreign markets, 
Corn was influenced by outside strength and 
the buying by one large operator. Provisions 
reflected the strength of wheat and corn, 
though to a slight degree. As compared with

To super by the magnitude of the rush of 
Canadian barley across the Northern frontier 
of the United States before Oct. 6 the farmers 
t the Dominion had on hand a big surplus of 
grain waiting for just such an opportunity. 
This h; accords with the well-known 
fact that in ordinary years the Canadians use 
a great deal of the lower grade barley for 
feeding and the demand for that 
purpose was materially cut down last winter 
by the unusually low price at which corn from 
the United States was shipped across the bor- 
der. The p t opportunity is all the great- 
er on account of the subsequent rise in the 
price of corn, it being fully 60 per cent higher 
- in this market than last February. This 
tends to reduce its consumption by brewers, 
who give their customers a larger proportion 
dot beer made from malt when the barley is 
relatively cheap. Little or none of the Cana- 
dian barley,has come West, as it would be of- 
fered in direct competition with that grown 
im the Valley of the Mississippi, but the East- 
ern influx tends to keep down prices here be- 
cause of the lessened demand at the East for 
dur surplus.

‘Tu New York Bulletin has detected a co- 
incidence bearing on temporary solutions of 

the ever-recurring conflict between labor and 
its employers. Mr, ‘Abram S. Hewitt’s ad- 
dress, circulated in pamphlet form in the 
meeting of the iron and steel men, gave B 
forcible pregentation of his conclusions 
concernmg the mutual relations and rights 
of capital and labor. His conclusions, 


‘| stated in seven propositions, are singu- 


larly like those of Mr. George Howell, M. P., 
the well-known English writer on the conflicts 
between those forces. Both of them favor 
the voluntary submission of disputes to a com- 
mittee composed of an equal number of mem- 
bers from each of the two classes. It 
is stated that this method had been 
abundantly successful in England. Between 
1869 and 1886 the North of England Board of 
Arbitration adjustea 800 of these controver- 
sies, and in the Northumberland district 3,000 
disturbances were settled by joint committees, 
The question in this country would not seldom 
turn on the right of one class to call for arbi- 
tration, as was the case in the recent strike on 
the New York Central railroad. It is just pos- 
sible the employing class in the United States 
would be slow to coneede the point yielded by 
some of their brethren on the other side of the 
Atlantic, which practically amounts to this— 
that the man who obtains work on a job ac- 
quires thereby a proprietary right entitling 
him to say what other class of men shall be 
employed. 


MORMON REFORM PRETENSES. 

Last Sunday the Apostles, Bishops, and Eld- 
ers of the Mormon Church, assembled in gen- 
eral conference, ratified the declaration made 
by President Wilford Woodruff two weeks ago 
forbidding plural marriages in the future be- 
cause they are prohibited by the laws of 
the Nation. In 1885 the church at a similar 
conference - refused to abandon polygamy. 
In 1890 the leaders have decided to disregard 
the divine revelation’’ alleged to have been 
given to Joe Smith, and developed, systema- 
tized, and exercised by Brigham Young. Why 
have they made such an advance in five 
years? 

It is not because they have changed their 
ideas or are less attached to the erotic feature 
of their faith. It is not because the Apostles, 
Bishops, and Elders who have always had the 
largest harems have become convinced that the 
practice of the civilized world for twenty cent- 
uries in allowing a man to have but one wife is 
the right one, They believe as firmly as ever 
that the marriage customs of the African 
tribes, where he who can afford it may have a 
hundred or more wives, and of Mohammedans, 
where additional wealth means additional 
wives, are far superior to the one-wife systems 
of the civil and the common law, observed in 
all civilized nations. 

There is nothing in the declaration made at 
the conference toshow that there has been 
any change of heart on the part of the Mor- 
mons. When ex-Delegate Cannon said that 
President Woodruff had gone into an 
executive session with the Almighty” and 
had emerged therefrom with the declaration 
against plural marriages, and when the Presi- 
dent himself said his decision was reached 
only after along season of prayer, each was 
hiding the truth behind hypocritical cant: 
The pretended abandonment of polygamy 
was the result no doubt of an executive session 
of the Mormon chiefs, but there was no pray- 
ing done there—simply a discussion as to the 
best way to gull the Gentiles.”’ 

It was the belief of the Mormons when 
the prosecutions began under the Anti-Polyg- 
amy laws-and men were being sent to the 
penitentiaries for living up to Joe Smith’s 
lascivious revelation that the blood of the 
martyrs would be the seed of the church; 
that prosecution could be made to appear 
lixe persecution, and that sympathy 
would be awakened among the Gentiles in 
their behalf; but they forgot that for the blood 
of the saints to be of any avail the saints 
must be of the right kind. Nor did they 
seem to understand that the principle of 
monogamy is so deeply rooted in the breast 
of every civilized community, and it is so 
impossible to make modern men and women 
believe that a multiplicity of wives can be 
sanctioned by anything beyond the lowest and 
most animal passions of human nature, that 
it will take a great deal of “‘ persecution” to 
make them have pity for imprisoned harem 
chiefs. Cannon acknowledged that prosecu- 
tions had not helped them when he said it 
was no use fighting 64,000,000 people on this 
shbject. Eight hundred men had been con- 
fined in the penitentiary for polygamy, he 
said, but their suffering did not draw a tear 
to the eye of one American.” 

As it is plain to the Mormons now that no- 
body is going to sympathize with them, they 
have changed their tactics and are pretending 
that they will disobey the divine revelation ’’ 
ordering polygamous marriages, in the hope 
that they may be believed, and that, this ob- 
‘stacle being out of the way, Utah may be ad- 


mitted as a sovereign State into the Union. If 


this were done and the Mormons were able to 
control the new Commonwealth at the outset 
plural marriages would soon be restored, no 


might provide. For while the new State Con- 
stitution would not recognize polygamy, or 
might even forbid it, yet the prohibition never 
would be enforced and soon would be repealed. 
Whatever polygamous crimes were committed 
would be against the State, and not the Na- 
tional Government. The laws of the latter 
would cease to be operative in domestic mat- 


letter. When saloonkeepers become rigid in 
the carrying out of prohibitory laws, then ex- 
pect Mormon Judges, juries, and State’s-Attor- 
neys to enforce statutes against polygamy. 

To admit Utah as a State now would be to 
let in a polygamous Commonwealth. For this 
pretended reformation of the saints is not 
worth acopper. It can be repudiated next 
month or next year. Twenty-five years ago 
when Schuyler Colfax and his party crossed 
the plains and visited Salt Lake City Mr. 
Colfax had a long talk with Brigham Young, 
in which he told him that sooner or later 
polygamy would have to go and that the best 
thing for him to do would be to have a “spe- 
cial revelation” repealing the one given to 
Smith at Nauvoo. Brigham did not see it in 
that light and believed his people would be 
able to hold their own against those of the 
United States. Time has shown they cannot, 
and it would be better for President Wood- 
ruff, instead of declaring that he will obey the

RAILROAD TICKET SCALPING, 

An organized effort is now being made to 
put a stop to the irpegularities that have 
long formed an important feature in the 
passenger department of the railroad man- 
agement, and at times the one most promi- 
nently before the public. Such a reform has 
long been needed, but whether it can be ac- 
complished is another matter, though the men 
who have undertaken it are generally credited 
with the ability to do pretty much as they list. 
The statement was made a few months ago 
that general passenger agents are more power- 
ful than railroad Presidents, and several facts 
were Cited which indicated the claim 
to be true if they did not prove it. 
There is no disputing the allega- 
tion that rates were cut last sum- 
mer in such fashion gs not to benefit the gen- 
eral public, while seriously diminishing the 
net receipts of the companies in the interest 
of professional scalpers and thejg friends. It 
is intimated as probable that the Vondition of 
affairs has not much improved since then, 
though less has been said about it. The gen- 
tlemanly scalpers have acted in many cases 

as if they were the actual bosses of the rail- 
road system and especially of the officially 
appointed ticket agents, who in turn domi- 
nate the Presidents of the lines by acting in 
direct contravention of orders and then al- 
leging the mischief to be done by some sub- 
ordinate whom they would seem to have no 
power to control. 

When big blocks of tickets are placed in the 
hands of scalpers to be sold for half the price 
charged at the regular offices of the company 
a double wrong is done outside of that directly 
suffered by the stockholders.. A large and re- 
spectable part of the community never thinks 
of patronizing ‘tne scalping office, Its mem- 
bers pay regular fares and count on doing so. 
These people are actually defrauded out of a 
portion of their cagh, as they suppose them- 
selves to be treatef on the lowest possible 
terms when dealing with recognized agents of 
the company. The demoralization produced 
by the system is even a worse feature, as it 
places in semi-contempt the regular officiai by 
leading the less respectable part of the public 
to look on him as one to be avoided because 
he cannot do as well by his customers as ‘the 
scalper is able to do. 

It is idle to say that the principal business 
of the sealper is in return coupons and other- 
wise unused tickets sold by parties who orig- 
inally paid full rates for them. It was proven

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one hears every now and then for the neces- 
sity of putting up freight rates because the 
road does not more than barely pay expenses. 
It should be time to put a stop to all this, 
and if the passenger officers of the lines cannot 
make up their minds to effect the reform 
somebody else ought to step in with a broom 
sufficiently new to make a clean éweep. In- 
telligent observers’ outside the ropes find it 
hard to resist the conclusion that the main 
trouble lies in the existence of friendships if 
not collusions between two sets of individuals, 
something like that alleged to be formed be- 
tween gamblers and the police, both of them 
being a disgrace to honorable methods of 
business and government. If the traveling 
public were given the advantages now grasped 
by the ticket scalpers and their friends actual 
rates could be much lower than they are now 
without the stockholders being any the poorer 
on the same amount of business, while the in- 
creased patronage of the lines by honest men 
would make a satisfactory gain in the dividends 
on the basis of such reduced fares. 


THE PRIZE GUESSING ON MAJORITIES. 
Some Democrats are guggesting that Tus 
Trrsunz is violating the Anti-Lottery law 
when it announces that it will give a prize to 
the person making the closest estimate on the 
Republican majority for State Treasurer of 
Illinois, They are a little slow to make the 
discovery. They should have taken alarm 
when the leading organ of their own faith, 
assuming that a Democrat would be elected, 
started the business by offering a prize to the 
closest guesser of a Democratic majority. 

What interpretation the Postmaster-General 
may put on the law in such matters Tus 
TRIBUNE does not know. It is not inclined to 
believe from its own reading of the statute 
that the inhibition covers the case. The or- 
dinary lottery is gotten up for the purpose of 
making money for its managers. Of what 
the peopte pay in but a small percentage goes 
out in prizes. With these guessing contests 
it is all outgo and no income. The paper in 
point of fact makes nothing. It does not add 
to its circulation, No one, as far as known, 
buys a copy so as to get a coupon and fill it 
out, but having bought a paper as usual he 
cuts out the coupon, fills it out, and sends it 
in. The coupons are printed so as to save 
trouble to sender and to papér. The labor of 
classifymg these coupons, first by thousands 
and then by hundreds, takes up considerable 
time and alone would cost ten times more 
than the profits on any additional copies 
which might be sold. 

While the element of profit on the part of 
the paper is eliminated that of chance on the 
part of the guesser is removed also to a cer- 
tain extent. In buying a lottery ticket it is 
all chance, for one number is as good as an- 
other, but to make an intelligent conjecture 
as to the result of an election the guesser must 
make himself somewhat acquainted with the 
State politics. He must study the situation as 
it is at this time. He must allow for gains 
here and losses there, and for the influences of 
tariffs, farmers’ movements, prohibition and 
saloons, and similar disturbing causes. His 
attention thus will be directed fo the pending 
election. 

It may be asked, however, if Taz Txrsuns 
is a loser by such a guessing scheme why it 
should sanction it.. The answer is that poli- 
tics required it, A leading Democratic paper, 
brazenly assuming that the Democrats are 
going to carry Illinois this fall, offered prizes 
for guesses on the majority they would get. 
If nothing had been done on the part of some 
leading Republican paper to meet and offset 
that assumption the impression might have 
been created that the Republicans expected to 
be beaten, and that would be bad politics as 
well as a false ‘conclusion. Therefore, to 
equalize the political balance, Taz Trrunz 
offered the prizes for the closest guesses at the 
Republican majority for State Treasurer, and 
has awakened considerable interest among 
members of its party. | 

But if the Postmaster-General decides that 
such guessings are illegal Tue Trisvne will 
accept his decision, whether it deems it right 
or not, insisting only that it shall be applied 
with even hand to all—to these who originated 
the scheme as well as those who were forced 
to follow it.

A FOQLISH SPEECH. 

The speech recently made by Sir John A. 
Macdonald at Halifax contains the following 
attempt at statesmanlike oratory: 

Look at what England is doing for us today. 
England has no special interest in the seals, yet 
Lord Salisbury’s magnificent Government is in- 
sisting on maintaining and enforcing Canadian 
rights to the seal fisheries. What could Canada 
do in the Behring Sea controversy without En- 
gland at its back? 

This suggests the sneering remark made by 
Job to his wife: Thou speakest as one of 
the foolish women speaketh.” It is the sheer- 
est kind of buncombe. If Sir John has not 
already lapsed into the senile phase of forget- 
fulness he cannot but know that the mag- 
nificent Government be talks of could do no 
more than a fly on the wheel to stop the an- 
nexation car if the United States should once 
decide on its movement. The “safety” of 
Cangda lies in the fact that the United 
States does not want to annex that 
country against its free will or by 
force of arms. When the people of 
Canada get ready to apply for admission to 
the Union they will be welcome, and there 
need be no doubt of the fusion being a happy 
one, the two working together in harmony, as 
England and Scotland have done since their 
junction nearly two centuries ago. But we 
experienced too-much trouble in forcing back 
into the Union a dozen seceded Southern 
States to wish to enact the role of England in 
forcing Ireland into herunion. England is 
too far distant to be able to support Canada 
effectively in a war with the United States, 
and her controling minds are so well aware 
of that fact that it is probable not one of them 
would take the responsibility of advising the 
attempt, much as they might regret a move- 
ment they felt powerless to arrest. Sir John 
must have studied the art of war in some 
school even more ancient than that of Jomini 
if he thinks as he spoke, and if otherwise 
must have credited his hearers with being no 
better than a lot of cabbage-heads if he ex- 
pected them to accept his statements as truth.

SUGAR CONSUMPTION. 

Ifthe Nebraska experiment succeeds the 
beet prdducers of the United States might 
count on at least a ton of sugar to the acre 
where the land is suitable: Some would do 
much better than thaf, but others not so well, 
and it would not be surprising to see some of 
the earlier cultivated areas abandoned be- 
cause found not suitable. But there need be 
no fear about others being extended to meet 
the hmit of demand. Where can that be 
drawn. At present we consume about 2,000,000 
tons, or the product. of as many acres. But 
there is room fora considerable increase up 
to the per capita of Great Britain if the 
price be put down to the same parity as there 
namely: about 4 cents per pound at retail and 
34¢ when taken in large quantities. This be- 
sides the expansion due to growth 
in population at the rate of 28 
or 30 per cent in a decade. That 
would mean a speedy keeping at home 
of the $100,000,000 per annum we are now 
sending abroad for sugar, and a disappearance 
of the necessity for asking the people of other 
countries to “ reciprocate ’’ by taking from us 


| our products in exchange for the desired 


sweets. Of this quantity about $80,000,000 
worth is dutiable, which does not include 
that coming from the Sandwich Islands, or the 
almost equal amount made from the product 
of the canefields in the Southern States. To 
this saving may be added a part of the cost 
of distribution at wholesale, while the retail 
profits would stay in the country as now, Nor 
would the development of the industry end 
there. Not many years would elapse be- 
fore the United States would become a 
sugar exporter, offering its surplus 
product to other countries, as it 
at present sends its wheat and flour, 
corn, lard, and meats abroad to be sold 
in competition with the produce of foreign 
lands. This may mean semi-bankruptcy to 
the West India Islands, rendering them far 
less desirable as possessions by the European 
Powers, and result in their seeking political 
affiliations nearer home. The sugar-growing 
areas in South America must materially suffer 
from the loss of a market for their sugar, 
though not in so great a ratio. In fact, the 
possibilities of revolution in existing condi- 
tions here and in many other parts of the 
world ko follow the successful introduction of 
beet culture in the United States are so vast 
that one may well pause in consideration of 
the consequences of this great economic 
change.

Mr. James Gordon Bennett's $100,000 was used, he 
says, to relieve only those tenants who paid their 
rents, while the general fund of the same year 
also really went to the landlords.

So far as the Sun’s relation to the enterprise is 
concerned, we hold that the way to relieve a fam- 
ine is to feed people, and that the duty devolving 
upon the persons who are intrusted with the con- 
tributions of Americans is neither less simple nor

The course to pursue is to buy food and see that 
it goes to the hungry, and not to the landlord; 
and if clothes are contributed, the course is to 
gee that they go to the naked and not to the clad.

Chairman Walker of the G-ntleman’s” Asso- 
ciation has addressed a lengthy and interesting 
communication to the managers of the Western 
roads in which he comments upon the existing 
demoralized condition of Western railroad affairs 
and suggests measures to bring about the neces- 
sary relief. ' 

The events of the last year, he says, ha 
strengthened the belief that no satisfactory solu- 
tion can be reached except through a much 
more thorough unification of interests than 
has yet been i attempted, 
involving necessarily ual 
authority. The practical points, he says, are two 
—the establishment of rates and their mainte 
nance, He argues that a chief difficulty with pres- 
ent methods lids in the fact that no geparation is 
attempted. In case rates are not maintained the 
pressure of a reduction is applied with the pur- 
pose of enforcing the maintenance of tariffs by 
the use of reduced rates as 4 punitory process. 
The evil results of this custom are many, one of 
the more obvious being that each reduced rate 
erects a standard of comparison, soon becoming & 
permanent condition. Each succeeding annual 
report discloses constant reductions in the rate 
por ton per pis. which the narrow margins com- 
pel the careful observer to regard with great ap- 
prehension. 

Relief from this danger, he says, requires the 
severance of the rate making from the rate main- 
taining. The considerations which should con- 
trol the fixing of ‘rates are largely practical busi- 
ness matters, to which some scientific study of 
statistics and economics may often p 
be added. A competitive railway rate is never 
the rate of a single company, but always of sev- 
eral. If a public board were to undertake the 
establishment of railway rates it would inevita, 
bly proceed on a survey of the entire field in each 
instance and seek to make a uni i

FINANCIAL. 


Clearings at the principal cities of the United 
States yesterday and a week ago were: 


New York exchange was quoted as follows yes- 
terday: Chicago, 80@90c discount; Boston, 17@ 
20c discount; St. Louis, 90c@$1.00 discount. 

The long-looked for call of the Controller has 
been made. It asks for astatement ofthe Na- 
tional banks Oct. 2. The statements made in 
answer to this call will be more than usually in- 

teresting. Some of the best-posted bankers be- 
lieve that these statements will in the aggregate 
— the strongest showing the Chicago banks 

— ever made. Opinion is divided as to what 

effect on the money market there will be from the 
fact that this call has n passed. Of course if 
there is any effect at all it will be favorable 
The point has been given a good deal of promi- 
nence that the banks were holding off, waiting for 
this call, and that after it came the vaults would 
be opened and money would be plenty. The re- 
sult hardly N to be so satisfactory. 
Without Ts the strongest banks say that 
the fact that the call has been made will have no 
influence whatever on their attitude toward bor- 
rowers. The most encouraging feature in the 
situation just now is that outside money is begin- 
ning to offered on the street. Two lots of 
$25,000 and one of $50,000 were seeking borrowers 
yesterday at 6 per cent. 

New York exchange was 80 and 90 cents dis- 
count and at the close was heavy at 90 cents. 
Sterling broke fully one cent. The special de- 
mands that have for several days held —.— 
higher than the general situation warrante 
seem to have been satisfied. The fall in quota- 
tions was merely the getting back to the normal 
level. Quotations were 486 for demand and 481% 
for sixty-day bills. 

At the Stock Exchange there was a decided im- 
provement in activity and in some instances in 
prices. There was the appearance that the brok- 
ers had found money more free from some cause. 
It is likely that it was more the result of outside 
offerings than of any greater ease at the banks 
because of the Controller’s call. There was not a 
point of news in the market affecting values, and 
the improvement was wholly a matter of easier 
money and sentiment.

MR. YERKES ON THE FAIR. 


THE CHICAGO MAGNATE ENTHUSIAS- 
TIC OVER THE ART EXHIBIT. 


He Has Just Returned from a Two Months’ 
Trip to Europe, and He Is Confident 
That the Art Display Will Far Exceed 
That of the Centennial—Foreign Exhibit- 
ers Diffident Because the President Has 
Not Issued a. Proclamation of Invitation 
to Other Nations. 


New York. Oct. 8—[Special.]—Mr. C. T. 
Yerkes of Chicago, with his family, arrived 
by the steämship Teutonic of the White Star 
line this morning after an absence of two 
months in Europe. Mr. Yerkes passed much 
of his time abroad in Paris, though he also 
visited Belgium and Holland and stopped for 
atimein London. While the object of his 
trip across the ocean was mainly to obtain 
rest and gratify his well-known tastes as an 
art connoisseur, he devoted no little at- 
tention to the interests of the World’s 
Exposition to be held in Chicago, especially 
looking out for the art display, and he returns 
with a fund of information as to the fgeling in 
Europe regarding the coming International 
Exhibition which will be worth reading by 
Chicagoans, Mr. Yerkes and his family are 
domiciled in a suite at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
and will remain there several days before con- 
tinuing their journey home. It was there that 
Taz Trisuxne’s New York correspondent 
found the street railroad magnate shortly after 
lunch this afternoon. 

Mr. Yerkes talked freely regarding his ob- 
servations in the art world across the Atlantic, 
and expressed great satisfaction at being home 
again. He admitted that he had purchased a 
number of paintings on the other side, but as 
to these he modestly refused to speak in de- 
tail, saying he must be excused from talking 
about or describing his private purchases. 
Later on, however, he said enough to indi- 
cate that some notable examples of European 
art will be added by his selections to those al- 
ready in Chicago. As to his observations re- 
garding the possibilities of a fine art ex- 
hibit at the Chicago Exposition of 1898 
he spoke much more freely. While abroad 
he talked with leading artists and art 
dealers in France, Belgidm, and Holland, and 
as a result he believes that the display of art 
works at the Chicago Exposition will be one 
worthy the character of the great event. 
Nevertheless, he found a fixed sentiment of 
distrust regarding the venture when he first 
approached the art connoisseurs of the other 
side. This feeling he attributed almost en- 
tirely to the failure up to the present time of 
explicit Government recognition of the 
World’s Fair. Many of the artists and own- 
ers of valuable collections in Europe seemed 
to have the impression that they would be 
obliged to pay heavy duties on works sent to 
the Chicago Exposition. 

Government Indorsement Needed, 

„In fact, said Mr, Yerkes, the people 
over there have unbounded respect for Gov- 
ernmental indorsement of any scheme. The 
fact that President Harrison has not yet 
issued a proclamation inviting other nations 
to send exhibits to the World’s Fair of 1893 
has made many foreign exhibiters diffident 
about signifying their readiness to prepare 
displays. When the facts are explained to 
them, however, and they are assured 
that duties will be charged only on 
such exhibits as are sold in this 
country their hesitancy disappears and 
they express an eagerness to become exhibit- 
ers. Mr. Yerkes wished not to be misunder- 
stood as criticising the Administration for de- 
laying to invite foreign exhibitions, though he 
was anxious that President Harrison should 
issue the proclamation in the near future. 
That it had not been issued before, he 
said, was perhaps as much a fault of the Chi- 
cago promoters of the Exposition, his among 
others, in not urging it, as of the President’s. 

Among the art experts in England with 
whom Mr. Yerkes talked about exhibiting at 
the Chicago Exposition were Van Beers, the 
Parisian painter, whose picture, The 
Smile,“ a work only eight by twelve inches, 
received unusully favorable notice for 
a French painting at the British 
exhibit of art this year and 
brought the high price of £1,200; Sedel- 
meyer, the great Paris dealer, who managed 
the notable Secretan sale recently, and Du- 
randel, the well-known painter, also of Paris, 
Preyer of Amsterdam, Nicolie of Antwerp, 
and LeRoy of Brussels. They are all in 
hearty sympathy with the International Expo- 
sition to be held in Chicago, and will undoubt- 
edly do their utmost to promote its success, 
since they have been assured by Mr. Yerkes 
that no trickery in tariff will be practiced upon 
foreign exhibiters. | 

Will Beat the Centennial. 
„How do you think the art display at the 
Chicago Exposition will compare in size and 
quality with that at the Centennial Exposition 
of 1876 in Philadelphia?“ Mr. Yerkes was 
asked. 

„J am sure that it will be larger and better 
in every way, he replied unhesitatingly. 

Mr. Yerkes then entered upon a very inter- 
esting explanation of the growth of the art 
sentiment in America and the corresponding 
inclinations of European artists so seek a 
market for their works in this country. Many 
European artists were now independent of 
home demand, he said, because of the willing- 
ness of Americans to buy freely. Indeed the 
fact that so many vu luable paintings had been 
bought by art lovers in this country was a 
source of genuine regret and dissatisfaction 
among the devotees of art in Europe, and un- 
usual efforts were being made there to induce 
governmental or local administrations to se- 
cure notable works, against the liberal prices 
offered by wealthy Americans, by purchasing 
the paintings for public museums. 

When asked whether there was not a ten- 
dency on the other side to mulct American 
art enthusiasts by charging exorbitant 
prices, in view of the remarkably high figures 
paid for certain masterpieces in recent years, 
Mr. Yerkes said that on the contrary 
sellers on the Continent had a wholesome ap- 
preciation of American shrewdness as well as 
of American dollars in such transactions. The 
methods of American buyers, he said, were 
incomprehensible to the average European. 
There a man, even if wealthy, will hesitate 
for days over the purchase of a picture and 
sometimes reject an offer altogether for a few 
hundred francs, while an American buyer will 
decide on the spot and, if the picture is one 
he wants, will not stickle at a difference of a 
hundred or two, or even a few thousand, 


Reduction of Tariff on Art Works Favored. 


The reduction of the tariff on art works to 
15 per cent Mr. Yerkes thought would be very 
beneficial. In fact, though he is a high-tariff 
man on general principles, he is a low-tariff 
man when it comes to works of art. He ex- 
plained that he considered a reduction of art 
tariffs to the lowest figure intended to educate 
the masses, for while in this country the poorer 
classes indulge only in the luxury of photo- 
graphs and cheap chromos across the water 
the same grades almost invariably have some

He said that 
he had devoted no attention to these matters 
during his two months’ vacation, and that, 
just having disembarked after a week on 
board ship, where he could not possibly 
hear anything in the way of news, 
people in Chicago were probably better 
informed on the question. than he was. 
He did say, however, that since he had been

Comment on the Suicide of Ex«Gov. 
Sprague’s Son. 

Provipenceg, R. I.. Oct. 8.—[{Special.]—The 
announcement of the suicide of young Will- 
iam Sprague Jr. at Seattle, Wash., caused a 
sensat.on here today. Young Sprague was 
the son of ex-Gov. William Sprague, the fa- 
mous war Governor of Rhode Island, while his 
mother was the beautiful and diplomatic 
Kate Chase, the daughter of Salmon P. Chase. 
His career has been a romantic one. During 
the financial rupture in the Sprague house 
young Sprague lived atthe castle at Canonchet. 
Soon after this place was practically gar- 
risoned against encroaching creditors, and 
Trustee Chaffee and young Sprague became 
prominent in the protection of the great 
estate. At all times, at the most 
trying moments, the Chief Justice’s 
grandson was at the elbow of his father, 
the ex-Governor, and, with rifle in hand at the 
entrance to Canonchet, warned all to keep off. 
During the divorce proceedings of the Gov- 
ernor and his accomplished wife, Mrs. Kate 
Chase, Willie was sent away to the West, 
where he was the boss of Sprague’s 


Ranch No. 10. He caused a sensation by 


wedding a Miss Weed, a sister of his fdther’s 
second wife, but a divorce shortly followed, 
Mrs. Sprague charging her husband with de- 
sertion. Young Sprague never remarried. 
Last May Willie turned up in Providence 
and he was in good spirits. He said that he 
was going to make his mark in the 
world. He was going to Seattle, Wash., 
to do it. He would return a rich 
and a great man, and not until that time 
would he come back to the East. The news 
has completely prostrated the Governor, who, 
above all other things, desired to have an heir 
who might bear and

T. C. O'Sullivan Denies the Imputations 
Against Their Patriotism. 

Wasuinetonr, D. C., Oct. 8.—At today’s ses- 
sion of the Catholic Young Men’s National 
Union Mr. T. C. O'Sullivan of New York ad- 
dressed the union on the subject of diocesan 
unions. A notable passage in his address was 
this: 

Men say without a blush of shame for the false- 
hood that we, American Catholics, are not loyal 
to our country and National Government. Why 
the mothers who taught our infant lips to lisp 
the name of God also taught us to love our 
country, and while we love and obey the one 
we will continue to show our loyalty to the other. 
Men say that should the Pope of Rome tell us to 
overthrow the American Constitution we 
should at least be compelled to attempt 
its overthrow. Tell them to be 
charitable. Tell them to be reasonable, Tell 
them that there is nothing in the American Con- 
stitution repugnant to the law of God. That it is 
the sort of a Constitution that men have the right 
to make and obey. Tell them that the Pope never 
did have, has not today, and never will have the 
right to tell us to attempt its destruction. 


THE LARGEST TREE IN THE WORLD. 


Discovery of a California Monster Nearly 
130 Feet in Circumferenee, 

Fresno, Cal, Oct. 8 —([Special.]—The 
largest tree in the world has just been discov- 
ered in Fresno County. Frank Lomis, an old 
mountaineer, and party returned today to 
Sanger from a bear-hunting expedition in the 
Sierras.

5.) | thrust a pistol in his 


RUBE BURROWS KILLED. 


Shot at Linden, Ala., by One of 
His Captors. 


MAD DASH FOR HIS LIBERTY. 


Two Men Went Down Before the Out- 
law’s Never-Failing Aim, 


THRILLING AND EXCITING SCENE, 


Manner in Which He Outwitted His Captors 
and Secured His Pistols. 


BURROWS’ STRANGE AND EVENTFUL LIFE. 


Dzmoporis, Ala., Oct. 8.—[Special. ]}—Rube 
Ws, the train robber, outlaw, and mur- 
derer, was shot and killed at 4 o’clock this 
morning. He died witha pistol in each hand, 
meeting his doom in a reckless and daring at- 
tempt to regain his liberty. When he fell 
two men had already gone down before his 
never-failing aim. The incidents attending 
his mad dash for liberty and his death are 
thrilling in the extreme. Burrows was 
captured late yesterday afternoon in a negro 
cabin eight miles south of Linden in this 
(Marengo) county. His captors were J. C. 
Carter, a country merchant; Jonn McDuffie, 
a farmer; and two negroes Carter and Me- 
Duffie had employed to assist them. The 
four men carried their captive to Lin- 
den and placed him in the Sher- 
iff’s office for safe-keeping. They hand- 
cuffed? him and tied his feet together with 
a rope and then McDuffie and one of the 
negroes, John Marshall, remained to guard 
him during the night. Carter took charge of 
the money found on Burrows, $178, and secur. 
ing a room near the jail went to sleep. When 
captured Burrows carried a satchel which he 
said contained some food and clothing. This 
was thrown in a corner of the room where he 
was confined without being exatnined. 


Burrows’ Dash for Liberty. 

Burrows slept till 4 o’clock this morning 
while the guards watched, pistols in their 
hands. When Burrows awoke he asked for 
the satchel that he might get something to eat 
out of it. This was handed him by McDuffie 
and with manacled hands Burrows took out 
some crackers and handed them to his guards. 
They put down their pistols and took them. 
Again the manacled hands went down 
into the satchel, and when they reappeared 
each held a revolver. With a pistcl pointed 
at his captors, Burrows ordered Marshall to 
untie his feet and unlock the handcu 
negro obeyed. He then ordered Mars to 
put the bracelets on McDuffie’s wrists, after 
which he unbarred the door and ordered the 
negro to conduct him to Carter's 
room, first locking the door behind him 
and leaving McDuffie a prisoner. The 
ened negro conducted the outlaw to C 7 
room and under Burrows’ orders knocked on 
the door and told him that McDuffie wanted 
him at the jail. Carter, recognizing the ne- 
gro’s voice, opened the door, when Burrows 
money. a 


Carter sprang to the bed, where his pistol 
was lying, and, grasping it, turned quickly 
and fired almost at the same instant that Bur- 
rows fired. Carter was shot th the 
breast above the heart, but his bullet passed 
entirely through the body of Burrows, The 
outlaw staggered back from the door to the 
street, and a second shot from his. pistol 
crashed through the shoulder of John 
Marshall. Badly wounded as he was, Carter 
rushed out into the street and fired four more 
shots at Burrows. The bandit emptied one of 
his pistols and reached down to his pocket for 
the second one, but as he did so sank with a 
groan. Carter fell at the same time. His 
wound is a dangerous one. The body of Bur- 
rows was brought here this afternoon and an 
inquest will be held in the morning. 

[Rube Burrows was born in Lamar County, Ala- 
bama, in 1855, where his father, Allen Burrows, 
still lives. When Rube reached his majority he 
went to Texas, where he was married. In 188 
his wife died. Soon after he attempted to rob an 
Indian woman, which was the commencement of 
his criminal career. With his brother Jim and 
two men named Thornton and Bromley he went 
up into the Nation” on a pilfering expedition. 
On their way back they attacked a train and se- 
cured $200 from the passengers. With the same 
party before mentioned he a few days later robbed 
a train on the Texas Pacific road and got a fairly 
good sum from the express-car. Shortly after 
this Thornton and Bromley were captured and 
sent to the Texas penitentiary. Rube and his

REUNION OF THE FIRST. 


The President Meets the Members of His 
Old Brigade. 

Gatzssura, III., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—The 
President reached the Opera-House at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. This was the oc- 
casion of the reunion of the famous old 
brigade. It was a sort of select gathering. 
No one was admitted without a ticket. The 
ladies formed a conspicuous portion of the 
audience. The affair was entirely in the hands 
of the soldiers. They were the prominents on 
the stage. They were committeemen. Every 
man who had any sort of authority had 
smelled gunpowder. The bulk of those present 
were soldiers. Every man had been in battle. 
They came to meet their old commander, 
the Chief Executive, who yesterday they re- 
elected as Commander of the old brigade, Mr. 
Harrison walked onto the stage alone and was 
greeted with cheers. Col. Dustin presented 
the President to the audience and the ceiling 
again rattled. The President had had his 
dinner. He was in good spirits and spoke m 
a colloquial manner. It was free from effort. 
It was one old comrade talking to many, re- 
viewing the scenes thrgugh which they had 

The attention he received was most 
marked. There was an occasional outburst, 
but for the most part the old brigade sat 
quietly and attentively. The President’s 
speech was in these words: 

Comrades: The object of my visitto Gales- 
burg was this meeting which we are to have now. 
I should not, I think, have been persuaded to make 
this trip except for the pleasure which I expected 
to find in meeting the men of the old brigade, 
from most of whom I have been separated since 
the muster-out day. We have had a great demon- 
stration, one very full of interest, on the streets 
and in the park, but think we are 
drawn a little closer in this meeting 
and understood each other a little better than in 
the r assemblages of which we have madea 

art. It is very pleasant for me to see so many 

ere. I cannot recall the names of all of you. 
Time has wrought its ch upon the faces of 
us all. You recognize me ause there were not 
so many Colonels as there were so}diers—fortu- 
nately, perhaps, for the country.‘ [ Laughter. ] 
I saw you as individuals in the brig fe line when 
it was drawn up either for parade or battle. It is 
quite natural, therefore, and I trust it will not 
be held against me that you should have a better 
recollection of my features than I can possibly 
have of yours. And yet some of you! recall and 
all of you I love.

Grewth of the Country. 

Our country has grown and developed and in- 
creased in riches until it is today marvelous 
among the nations of the earth, sweeping from 
sea to sea, embracing ost every climate, 
touching the tropics and the Arctic, covering 
every form of product of the soil, developing 
in skill in the mechanical arts, developing, I trust 
and believe, not only in these material things, 
which are great, but not the greatest, but de- 
velop in those qualities of mind and 
heart, in morality, in the love of order, 
in sobriety, in respect for the law, in a 
God-fearing disposition among the people, in love 
or our country, in all these high and spiritual 
things. I believe the soldiers in their places have 
made a large contribution to these things. 
The assembling of our great army was hard- 
ly so marvelous as its disbanding.

They fought through 
the war and they came out of it without demor- 
alization. They returned to the very pursuits 
from whieh they had come. It seemed to 
one that it was like the wrapping of snow which 
nature sometimes puts over the earth in the win- 
ter season to protect and keep warm the vegeta- 
tion which is hidden under it, and which under 
the warm days of spring melts, and disappears, 
and settles into the earth to clothe it with ver- 
dure, and beauty, and with harvest. 

It seems to me that it is a good type of the dis-

He courted 
a thorough inquiry into the affairs of the com- 
pany, and was prepared to show that the charges 
of mismanagement preferred against him were 
instigated either by ignorance or malice. He pre- 
sented statistics showing that the Illinois Central 
had done as well if not better by its stockholders 
than most other Western roads. He admitted 
the fact that Chicago or Illinois ought to be 
represented in the Board of Directors, but 
said the fault rested with the IIlinois people, 
who helchbut little stock in the company, and 
they ought not to find fault because those who 
held the stock elected men that suited them best. 
To eradicate the impression that the management 
of the company was not friendly to Illinois inter- 
ests he himself had given up his residence in New 
York and became a citizen of Chicago. 

The only crumb of comfort the opposition se- 
cured was the election of two Chicago men, 
Messrs. J. W. Doane and Norman B. Ream, as di- 
rectors, but these were not selected by the opposi-

CITY OF NEW YORK BEATF THE TEUTONIC 


The Inman Liuer Crosses the Atlantic in 
5 Days 21 Hours and 19 Minutes. 

New York, Oct. 8.—[ Special. -The fifth of the 
great ocean races between the steamships Teu- 
tonic of the White Star Line and City of New 
York of the Inman Line was decided this morn- 
ing. The City of New York won by an hour to 
the minute. Her time for the passage from 
Queenstown to Sandy Hook was five days, twenty- 
one hours, nineteen minutes.. The Teutonic made 
the voyage in five days, twenty-two hours, nine- 
teen minutes. These figures are taken from 
the official logs of both steamships. The City 
of New York has now won three out of the 
five races. She has beaten the Teutonic on both 
of the eastward passages, while the two previous 
westward trips were won by the White Star liner. 
On her last trip the City of New York made the 
distance in 5 days 21 hours and 54 minutes, while

The 
race just ended was one of the most exciting of 
the series, for the two big steamships were within 
sight of each other during a great part of the 
passage. They left Roche’s Point within nine 
minutes of each other early in the afternoon of 


last Thursday. 

At the beginning of the voyage there was a good 
deal of rough weather and head winds, and dur- 
ing Friday a heavy fog shut out the view. They 
were both making every effort to take the lead, 
but when the fog lifted Saturday morning it was 
seen that the City of New York was still in the 
lead, the distance between the two vessels being 
not more than six miles.

A dozen dark-featured Chicago people assem- 
bled in Judge McConneli’s court yesterday morn- 
ing claiming to represent the last of the old tribe 
of Pottawatomie Indians. Their ancestors inter- 
married with the redskins and these, their de- 
scendants, claim to have Pottawatomie blood in 
their veins, and on this they base their right to 
$400,000 which the Government has never paid on 
some property near the site of old Fort Dearborn, 
where Marshall Field’s retail store stands, and 
which belonged to the tribe. .

THEY SET A BAD EXAMPLE. 


County and City Authorities Continue to 
Violate the Smoke Ordinance. 

While the Health Department is endeavoring 
to abate the smoke nuisance and prosecuting of- 
fenders without respect of persons it isa curious 
fact that the county and city authorities continue 
to be among the worst and most persistent vio- 
lators of the smoke ordinance. The County 
Board has taken a step in the direction of curing 
the evil by putting Weber furnaces in the County 
Jail. But the County Hospital is as bad as ever. 
The City Water-Works.and the city electric-light 
plants are smoking all the time. Instead of set- 
ting an example to private citizens the public 
bui smoke more than many others. The 
Court-House and City-Hall, in which hard coal is 
burned. are excepted. 

Some smart engineers have sought to evade the 
law b — their chimneys to smoke onl 
after hours, They think the inspectors are 6 
duty at 4 p. m. and from 4 to 6 o'clock they are 
at liberty to make as much smoke as they please. 
Chief Inspector Young has “caught on” to the 
trick, however, and wishes to — notice to these 
persons that he has arranged the hours of his in- 
spectors so as to have some on duty until 6 
o'clock. 

Among the devices that are finding favor among 
people who nig ny A desire todo away with the 
smoke nuisance is the Black Diamond smokeless 
furnace, made by Bowe & Co. It is a steam jet 
device and in principle like the others but differ- 
ing mainly in one point. Mr. Bowe makes a 
shoulder in the bridge-wall extending forward 
into the fire-box and stopping the grate at some 
distance in front of the bri wall. The fire can 
thus play around this shoulder and into the va- 
cant space above it and in front of the main part 
of the bridge-wall. A combustion chamber is 
thus created, in which the smoke is fully con- 
sumed before it can escape over the bridge-wall 
and into the smokestack. Mr. Bowe uses less 
steam than most of the other steam-jet smoke- 
burners. 

Early yesterday morning the chief signal offi- 
cer in the Auditorium tower saw three huge, 
black, funnel-shaped clouds coming up toward 
the southeastern part of the city. Though not 
the place where 8 are usually first seen, 
this is the time of year for them, and the report 
of one was almost hourly expected. He was 
much alarmed, but had he lived in the neighbor- 
hood of the foot of Twenty-seventh street he 
would haye known that it was only the regular 
after-breakfast smoke of the chimneys of Seipp’s, 
Keeley’s, and Cooke’s breweries. There is quite a 
hot rivalry between the engineers of these brew- 
eries, but so far the trouble has only ended in 
smoke. Chief Engineer Anderson of Seipp’s said 
he had tried two or three smoke-consumers, and 
at present was using one of his own invention. 
The only thing he could see to remedy the evil 
2 to enlarge the plant, and that was being

Said Mr. McGann of Cooke's: We have paid a 
lot of money in tines and naturally don’t like it. 
The trouble with us, though, is that we are rush- 
ing our boilers too hard.“ 

Engineer Unger of Keeley’s said that he had 
used almost every smoke-consumer in the market 
but without effect. N had never used hard 
coal for the reason that the expenses entailed b 
changing their boilers from soft to hard coa 
burners would be too great. The company had 
been fined so often that nowthey were going to 
increase the number of their boilers and see if by 
this means they could not stop the nuisance,

While the milk shippers who met at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel Tuesday and put the price of milk 
up to $1.20 per eight-gallon can said to each other 
that there was no occasion for raising the retail 
price the middlemen do not view the situation 

‘through the same glasses. The new wholesale 
price is to go into effect Nov. 1, and the retail 
dealers, providing the combination of the ship- 
pers does not go to pieces, will no doubt advance 
the price of milk to seven and eight cents 
a quart. The summer wholesale price of milk in 
large quantities was 80 cents a can, and the retail 
dealer sold it at an average price of 5 and 6 cents 
a quart. Winter wholesale prices have usually 
started in at $1.10 to $1.15 and dropped to about 
$1.08. This enabled the Chicago dealers to sell 
from their wagons at 6 and 7 cents. The shippers 
have made numerous attempts at forming com- 
binations, but have never been successful, and 
there is a strong opinion among some of the retail 
dealers that the effort of Tuesday will take the 
usual course. : 4

HOW TO BRING UP THE INFANT. 


Miss Harrison Lectures Once More to the 


Mothers’ Class. 
Miss Harrison spoke to the mothers’ class at 
the Chicago Kindergarten yesterday morning upon 
the age of infancy. She discriminated five stages 
of life: Infancy, childhood, boyhood, youth, and 
manhood. 

They are not separate, but each grows out of 
the other,” she said. But each has its own pe 
culiar needs and it is well to understand the 
shades of difference and to be able to the 
signs of a coming era or stage.

Sugar Beet Industry to Be Established at 
| Wilmington. 

Wiumineron, III., Oct. 8.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.}—Your several articles on the growth and 
culture of the sugar beet and the prospect of its 
becoming a prominent agricultural industry are 
read with interest here, especially your editorial 
on that subject in Monday's issue. We have also 
read with pleasure Frances Willard’s descriptive 
letter published in Saturday’s issue from Grand 
Island, Neb. We are about to have a sugar beet 
plant established here. Land for that purpose is 
under contract, and samples of beets raised from 
seed sent here by Secretary Rusk have been for- 
warded to the chemist of the Agricultural De- 
partment at Washington for analysis. 

W. Wiley, the head of that department, in 
Bulletin No. 27 on’ the Sugar-Beet Industry,”

ARCHBISHOP IRELAND NON-COMMITTAL. 


He Dodges the Sunday Fair Question and 


Talks on Church Music, 

An attempt was made yesterday to lure Arch- 
bishop Ireland of St. Paul into an interview on 
the question as to whether he thought the World’s 
Fair ought to be kept open Sundays, but he 
laughingly declined. 

Como and see mein my own diocese," he said. 
- “Surely you don’t need a dispensation to ex- 
press your views in another archdiocese?’ 

Have you interviewed Archbishop Feehan on 
that topic?’ the apostle of temperance replied, 
parrying one question with another. No,“ he 
continued, Ishould want to be careful as to 
what I said on that subject. Public sentiment is 
one thing and Christian doctrine is another. This 
is not entirely a Christian country.” 

But the Archbishop did talk on church music. 
He is fond of the old plain song melodies of the 
church, those simple tunes where the note is the 
slave of the word,“ tunes which all the people 
can sing without having to be past-masters of 
harniony. 

»The church is coming to it,“ he said. Men 
like Father Alfred Young of the Paulists are ad- 
vocating it, and there is no question that it is 
more devotional than this operatic stuff, which 
requires more technical skill than love of God. 
The — 4 the mass by five or six hired ver- 
sons up inthe organ loft separates the * 
from worship. It makes it more of à cold for- 
malism. At least the congregation should sing 
the responses and the amens. It was so in the 
primitive church, And it is good when the peo- 
ple can join in. It gives them a share in the 
service. But it will take a long time to have con- 
gregational music made the general thing and 
not the exception.“
